Nursery faces eviction from hall it has used for 18 years

Devastated parents are fighting to 
save a nursery from closure after 
its scout leader landlords said 
they have “had enough” of 
the demands of the playgroup’s 
owners. 

Hyacinth Rodrigues, owner of 
Little Hands Nursery, based at 
2nd Epsom Scout headquarters in 
Christ Church Road, Epsom, has 
been given notice to leave in July. 

The nursery - rated “good” by 
Ofsted in November - has been lo¬ 
cated for 18 years at the hall, 
which is owned by the neighbour¬ 
ing Christ Church Epsom Com¬ 
mon and, in turn, is leased to the 
scout group. 

Close to 50 famihes use its facili¬ 
ties. A petition started to save Lit¬ 
tle Hands by Epsom parent 
Georgina Humphrey has attracted 
260 signatures. She said it is 
the only affordable day care 
in that part of Epsom and 
its loss would leave “a 
big hole”. 

Mrs Humphrey said: 

“If they had given us 
reasons we could talk 
and find a solution. 

We want to fight for 
our nursery. 

“We are left so per¬ 
plexed and flummoxed. 

“It’s devastating.” 

John Jordan, district commis¬ 
sioner for the Epsom and Ewell 
district of scouts, told the Epsom 
Guardian that leaders of the 
scout group could no longer toler¬ 
ate the “unreasonable behaviour”

Mr Jordan, who is responsible 
for the hall’s maintenance, said: 
“The leaders in the scout group 
have said enough is enough. 

“You can never do enough to 
satisfy what they [the Rodrigues] 
want. We can’t be running 
around at their beck and call. 

“The attitude from the current 


owners has been unreasonable.” 

Mrs Rodrigues said the couple 
have not been “asking Mr Jordan 
anything we shouldn’t be”. 

She said: “We are governed by 
Ofsted. If the lights go out or the 
heating is not working, we need it 
done quickly.”

HEALTH SERVICES: Mixed messages from service chiefs leave campaigners wary 

GP fails to endorse hospital hopes

Campaigners believe there are 
still plans to axe key hospital 
services after the general elec¬ 
tion, despite Epsom and St He- 
lier hospitals’ chief executive 
saying there was no need to 
“put out the placards”. 

A leading GP appeared to 
undermine chief executive 
Daniel Elkeles’ aim for the 
accident and emergency, 
maternity and children’s de¬ 
partments to stay open on 
both sites for the next five 
years, declining to support 
his statement. 

The GP’s refusal came at 
the same time as a new an¬ 
nouncement from the latest 
version of the long-running 


south-west London NHS re¬ 
view, seen as threatening 
A&Es and maternity units. 

Dr Chris Elliott, chief clini¬ 
cal officer of Sutton Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(CCG), one of the organisa¬ 
tions behind the South West 
London Collaborative Com¬ 
missioning (SWLCC) review, 
told BBC London News on 
Friday: “I can understand 
why he wants to make a state¬ 
ment that gives some support 
to the staff at what is a very 
good hospital. 

“I cannot support that 
statement because we are not 
in a position to say whether 
that is the right thing or 
wrong thing at the present 
time.” 

In November 2013, Dr Elliott 
urged Surrey GPs to back 
SWLCC’s predecessor, Better 


Services Better Value (BSBV) 
review, which aimed to down¬ 
grade St Helier Hospital. 

Epsom Hospital, which 
BSBV also proposed for 
downgrading, was only re¬ 
moved from the review after 
Surrey Downs’ GPs voted 
against its proposals. 

No new announcements 
have been made since last 
summer, but the six CCGs be¬ 
hind SWLCC said in a state¬ 
ment on Wednesday: “Our 
position has not changed. 

“A south-west London-wide 
solution will be needed to 
make sure people have high 
quality, sustainable services. 

“We are discussing with 
local trusts and others in 
south-west London the best 
way to implement our strate¬ 
gy. No site specific proposals 
have been developed yet.” 


Although Surrey Downs 
CCG, which covers Epsom 
Hospital, is not part of 
SWLCC, any implications for 
St Helier will have repercus¬ 
sions for Epsom. 

Colin Crilly, pictured below, 
of the Keep Our St Helier 
Hospital campaign, said: 
“Friday’s mixed messages ^ 
highlight our concerns^ 
are, and have been,, 
valid. 

“Daniel Elkeles said 
on Friday the A&E at a 
St Helier and Epsom \ 
hospitals will be safe 7 ^ 
for the next five years,’" 
and yet on the same day,

Asked if campaigners’ wor¬

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Student cleared of 
axeman accusation

A man accused of being an axe- 
wielding burglar has walked free 
after a judge stepped in and halt¬ 
ed his trial halfway through, or¬ 
dering the jury to find him not 
guilty of the crime due to “insuf¬ 
ficient evidence”. 

A Guildford Crown Court jury 
heard how an axeman threat¬ 
ened Jack Pearsall, 19, and stole 
his silver Armani watch after 
breaking into his family home in 
Epsom Road, Leatherhead, at 
about 2.30pm, on Valentine’s Day 
last year. 

Soon after the burglary, a snif¬ 
fer dog led police across the road 
to a hostel, in Daymerslea Ridge, 
where they arrested college stu¬ 
dent Jamie Funnel, 29. 

Mr Funnel, who claimed it was 
a case of mistaken identity, was 
acquitted on Tuesday afternoon. 


After one-and-a-half days of 
prosecution evidence, Judge 
Tom Corrie told the jury they 
must find Mr Funnel not guilty. 

Mr Funnel had told police he 
was playing Call of Duty: Ghosts 
on his PlayStation at the time of 
the burglary, right until police 
arrived at 3pm. 

He said: “As soon as they 
opened the doors, they were like 
‘there’s been a burglary’ and 
straight away they were like ‘you 
fit the efit’. 

“I was like: ‘What? What? I 
have been in all day. They were 
like: ‘The dog’s come sniffing 
right up to the door’.” 

When interviewed by police the 
next day, he reacted with disbe¬ 
lief when told Mr Pearsall picked 
him out during an identity 
parade. 

On the day of the burglary, it 
had been raining and police de¬ 
scribed a coat in Mr Funnel’s 
room as damp. 

But Mr Funnel said he had not 


been outdoors and the coat had 
been hanging up by his window 
for a week. 

Police could not find the stolen 
watch, the burglar’s gloves or 
any forensic evidence in the 
house or on an axe that was 
recovered from the family’s 
garden. 

Sony confirmed Mr Funnel had 
logged in to its Playstation on¬ 
line network at 2.01pm and 
2.11pm. 

Mr Pearsall told the court he 
was home alone, listening to 
music in his bedroom when he 
saw a shadow and the axeman 
put his head round the door. 

He said he followed him to the 
staircase and asked: “What are 
you doing?” 

He told the court: “He had an 
axe in his right hand. He raised it 
above his head as if he was about 
to hit me.” 

Mr Pearsall backed away, hid 
in his parents’ bedroom and 
called 999.

The construction of two tiny 
homes on the site of ex-public 
toilets, pictured, is bringing 
“severe disruption” to a vil¬ 
lage, according to residents. 

Last January, Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee ap¬ 
proved plans for two one- 
bedroom homes where the 
loos used to stand in London 
Road, Ewell. 

Building work on the land 
measuring 0.019 acres started 
three weeks ago and the build¬ 
ing that housed the toilets has 
been completely demolished. 


Residents said the project’s 
developer, Cannonside, has 
shut one lane of the road for 
the construction work, result¬ 
ing in tailbacks. One of the 
conditions placed on the 17- 
week construction process 
when planning permission 
was granted was for access to 
the road not to be blocked. 

Although the development’s 
architect denied the road is 
being blocked off, Brian 
Angus, chairman of Ewell Vil¬ 
lage Residents’ Association 
(RA), said it is and “the dis¬ 
ruption is severe”. 

Mr Angus said: “It was so 
bad a police vehicle took a 
quarter of an hour to get 
down the road.” 


Ewell RA Councillor 
Clive Woodbridge 
said Epsom Coun¬ 
cil was uncon¬ 
vinced the 

developer was 
meeting its condi¬ 
tions and the par¬ 
ties have reached 
an “impasse”. 

He said: “The incon¬ 
venience to date has been 
high. Ewell Village RA op¬ 
posed the development and 
still remains very sceptical of 
the two very small dwellings.” 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “We under¬ 
stand the developer is working 
on compliance with the condi¬ 
tions and, in the meantime, 



has been advised work 
on the development 
must cease.” 

A spokesman for 
Surrey County 
Council said it 
helped Epsom 
Council deter¬ 
mine the condi¬ 
tions and, if there is 
a breach, it will “take 
it up with the developer”. 

Scott Evans, design director 
at Open Plan Architecture, 
said on behalf of Cannonside: 
“It’s a difficult site because of 
its location. We are not closing 
off any lanes, but have to 
make deliveries now and then. 

“We are not doing anything 
that hasn’t been agreed.”

A team of crime-fighting 
council officers and police will 
soon start wearing cameras 
on their high-vis uniforms. 

Police say it will help offi¬ 
cers gather evidence and pro¬ 
tect them, but a human rights 
group has warned cameras 
could also be highly intrusive 
surveillance tools. 

Surrey Police and Crime 
Commissioner Kevin Hurley, 
pictured, an advocate of zero 
tolerance, is issuing the equip¬ 
ment to Reigate and 
Banstead’s joint enforcement 
team. 

Mr Hurley said he bought 
the cameras for the 20-strong 
team in order to “gather evi¬ 
dence of what’s going on and 
provide an element of safety 
for them”. 

He said: “When a person is 
playing up and being unpleas¬ 
ant, you point to the camera 
and they go, ‘I’m being record¬ 
ed. I don’t want my mum or 
my wife to see this.’ They soon 
shut their mouths.” 

The joint enforcement team 
tackle everything from fly-tip¬ 
ping and neighbours from 
hell, to illegal parking and an¬ 
tisocial behaviour. 

Of the council officers who 
work in the team, Mr Hurley 
said: “They look fairly similar 
to police. They give a reassur¬ 
ing presence on the streets to 
the public. They also enable us 
to use the council powers.”

Police plan to use fines from M25 
cameras to help make Surrey’s 
roads safer, according to the 
county’s police and crime 
commissioner. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian, Kevin Hurley said: “A lot 
of money is coming out that we 
intend to put into road safety.” 

Speed cameras were switched 
on along the M25 in Surrey in 
January. 

He said the money would be put 
into road policing and road safety 
training for drivers, including 
teenagers and the elderly. 

Mr Hurley added: “You are much 
more likely to be killed on the road 
than killed by a murderer. 

“It is the main cause of death in 
the UK outside natural causes and 
illness.” 

Mr Hurley has updated his 
police and crime plan to include 
roads policing as one of his 
priorities. 

The update said: “Over the last 
year we have seen a doubling of 
the people killed on Surrey’s 
roads from about 15 a year to 
more than 30 a year. 

“We are working on what we 
can do, with Surrey Police, Surrey 
County Council and others, to 
reverse this increase. 

“From education for new drivers 
and those caught speeding, to 
road design and enforcement on 
the roads, we need to do all we 
can to protect the lives of people 
who drive, ride motorbikes, cycle 
or walk on Surrey’s roads.” 


Commissioner wants more cash for police 


Surrey’s police and crime 
commissioner says he has not given 
up on the idea of holding a 
referendum over increasing the 
amount of council tax paid to Surrey 
Police. 


While seeking support for a 24 
per cent rise in council tax earlier 
this year, Kevin Hurley warned the 
public of the consequences of cuts 
including the loss of 500 frontline 
staff. 


He shelved the plan and instead 
opted for a 1.99 per cent increase - 
just under the level needed to 
trigger a referendum. 

But he added: “I have not 
cancelled my plan.”

Work to upgrade the level cross¬ 
ing that divides Ashtead will in¬ 
volve several closures starting 
this summer. 

After repeated breakdowns 
and lobbying from residents and 
local representatives last year, 
Network Rail has agreed to bring 
forward refurbishment of the 
level crossing in Woodfield Lane. 

David Baker, from Ashtead Res¬ 
idents’ Association, said: “It’s 
great. Everybody is in favour of 
the crossing being upgraded and 
brand new equipment.” 

In an update to constituents, 
Chris Grayling, who is seeking 
re-election as Epsom’s Conser¬ 
vative MP, said the work will 
start this summer and involve a 
number of closures. 

He said: “It will be a pain while 
the work is done, but hopefully 
when it is finished the break¬ 
downs of the last few years will 
be a thing of the past.” 

Hundreds of people live in the 
rail-locked part of Ashtead Com¬ 
mon and the level crossing is the 
only way for drivers to get out. 

During construction work, 
Network Rail has guaranteed 
emergency services will have ac¬ 
cess at all times and it plans to 
run a shuttle bus service. 

A Network Rail spokeswoman 
said: “The work will be carried 
out over a number of weekends 


to minimise the disruption to 
residents and users of the 
crossing. 

“While we are carrying out the 
upgrades vehicles will not be 
able to use the crossing, though 
we will have measures in place 
to ensure emergency vehicles 
and those residents north of the 
crossing can still get across.” 

Councillor John Northcott, 
who represents Ashtead Com¬ 
mon on Mole Valley Council, 
said Network Rail plans to re¬ 
place the hardware and electrics 


of the level crossing. 

He said: “Everybody will be to¬ 
tally relieved when we have a re¬ 
liable level crossing that doesn’t 
break down. 

“There’s a lot of goodwill de¬ 
spite the fact that there will be a 
few occasions when access is 
going to have to be closed for 
short periods.”

Animal lovers have created a 
shelter for dogs they have saved 
from terrible conditions in 
Romania. 

Last year, Jennifer Gilbert, 36, 
from West Hill, Epsom, and Lisa 
Webster, 40, from Sherwood Park 
Road, Sutton, travelled to Roma¬ 
nia and rescued as many dogs as 
they could from a filthy shelter 
in Fundulea, near Bucharest. 

Two local women had rescued 
200 dogs rounded up by dog 
catchers from a “death camp”, 
but they ran out of money and 
ended up abandoning their own 
shelter leaving the dogs to “rot in 
their own mess”. 

Along with Rachel Welch, Miss 
Gilbert and Ms Webster have 
brought about 100 dogs to the UK 
for adoption and set up their 
own charity, UK Romanian Dog 
Rescue. 

Now a fellow dog lover has of¬ 
fered them the use of her stables 
in Guildford, which has been 


converted into kennels to house 
the refugees. 

With night lights, hospital 
flooring, heat lamps, fire alarms 
and insulation, the dogs will live 
in luxury and wait to be taken to 
their “forever homes”. 

Miss Gilbert is a trained veteri¬ 
nary nurse who has helped with 
animal rescues in Greece over 
the past 17 years and carried out 
rescue work in places such as 
Thailand and Hong Kong. 

She said: “We had 16 dogs ar¬ 
riving on March 27 and we have 
managed to find homes for eight 
of them already. We are hoping 
we will be able to bring over 10 
dogs a month.” 

Despite limited time and 
funds, the women are deter¬ 
mined to carry on their good 
work and Ms Webster is set to 
live on site in order to provide 


daily care for the dogs. 

Last summer, the Bucharest 
Court of Appeal effectively sus¬ 
pended a controversial law that 
says stray dogs should be killed, 
but the women have said the 
slaughter continues. 

The law, providing for the 
killing of strays not adopted 
within a fortnight, came into 
force in October 2013, after a 
public outcry when a little boy 
was mauled to death. 

The 14 converted stables in 
Guildford can house 36 dogs.

Patients at Epsom and St He- 
lier hospitals now only get 
one hot food option a day, 
with some being offered 
ready meals that they could 
be asked to pay for in future, 
it has emerged. 

Last summer, the hospitals’ 
“cycle” menu, which enabled 
patients to have a hot lunch 
and dinner, was replaced by 
an a la carte service, offering 
patients a hot lunch and a 
sandwich or salad at dinner 
times. 

Whereas the cycle menu of¬ 
fered patients dishes on a 
two-week rotation, the a la 
carte service means patients 
can choose to have the same 
meal every day. 

The trust has also been tri¬ 
alling the use of ready meals 
in Epsom Hospital’s Elective 
Orthopaedic Centre (EOC) 
outside set meal times. 

At the last meeting of

St Helier Hospital Trust said, 
in a statement, the change to 
an a la carte menu was “the 
result of an extensive period 
of engagement with our pa¬ 
tients” and advice from 
dieticians. 

The spokesman said: “The 
vast majority of those sur¬ 
veyed told us they would 
choose to have one main 
meal and one lighter meal 
and would prefer to have the 
main meal at lunchtime.” 

Last year, the trust spent

£1.06m on patient food - 
£150,000 more than before the 
new menus were introduced. 

Its spokesman added: “We 
do not serve sandwiches and 
snacks in the evening to save 
money.” 

He said the ready meals 
trial will soon be rolled out to 
Epsom Hospital’s maternity 
department, but there are 
“no plans” to ask patients to 
pay for any meals. 

The spokesman said: “We 
would like to offer all our pa¬ 
tients more choice for all 
meals, but are conscious we 
only have a limited budget. 

“So Daniel [Elkeles] would 
like to begin a process to find 
out how people think we 
could do this.” 

According to the 
spokesman, the trust’s dieti¬ 
cians have not raised 
concerns about the healthi¬ 
ness of meals - despite nor¬ 
mal ready meals being 
notorious for additives, 
preservatives and a lack of 
vitamins. 

Chris Grayling, Epsom's 
Conservative MP since 2001 
who is standing for re-elec¬ 
tion in May, said he does not 
have a problem with patients 
only being served one hot 
meal day. He added: “If you 
fancy an afternoon snack it’s 
not unreasonable to get them 
to pay for it. It would be un¬ 
acceptable to be charging for 
the main NHS meals.”

Plans for a site in Tolworth to 
be developed with 700 homes, 
a Tesco store and a GP 
surgery could bring traffic 
concerns, much-needed af¬ 
fordable housing and pressure 
for school places, according to 
Epsom’s councillors. 


Tesco has submitted plans to 
Kingston Council for the de¬ 
velopment on former Govern¬ 
ment land disused for more 
than a decade. 

The site is next to Charring- 
ton Bowl, by the roundabout 
at the junction of Tolworth 
Bypass and Kingston Road, 
close to the border near 
Stoneleigh and West Ewell. 

Some of the 705 homes, in¬ 
cluding blocks of flats up to 18 
storeys, will be affordable. 


The scheme, called King 
George’s Gate, will include 
leisure facilities, 350 parking 
spaces, an extension of the 281 
bus route and a new inter¬ 
change at Tolworth station. 

Stoneleigh’s Conservative 
Councillor Darren Dale said 
the development could pro¬ 
vide affordable housing for 
Epsom’s residents. 

He said: “I would welcome 
the opportunity to have a con¬ 
versation with them, bearing 


in mind how near the develop¬ 
ment is to our border.” 

Ewell Residents’ Association 
Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
said Epsom residents living at 
that end of the borough would 
benefit from the develop¬ 
ment’s facilities, but said po¬ 
tential problems around 
increased traffic congestion 
would need to be considered. 

He said: “The site has been 
empty for some time, but the 
Tolworth roundabout is busy 


all day. Our concern would be 
the impact at a busy road. 

He added: “It highlights that 
we are a borough on the bor¬ 
ders of London and what goes 
on in Sutton and Kingston 
does affect us.” 

Stoneleigh Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation Councillor Mike Teas- 
dale said he does not have a 
problem with the develop¬ 
ment, but said the influx of 
families will pose questions 
about schools.

Sci-fi fly: Story board of the short film Flyspy 


A producer is raising money to 
complete the creation of his fu¬ 
turistic thriller film, which fea¬ 
tures a fly drone with a camera 
in its head. 

Kyran Speirs, 36, who grew up 
in Tattenham Corner, Epsom, 
helped set up the company Flat 
Cap films, which specialises in 
creating high-tech adverts and 
music videos. 

The latest project it is trying to 
fund is a short film called Flyspy. 

The science fiction thriller is 
about a young genius called 
Greg, who has made a wirelessly 
controlled robot drone in the 
form of a fly with a camera in its 
head. 

Mr Speirs said: “The film is en¬ 
tertaining, but is also a warning 
about what can happen when 
new technology falls into the 
wrong hands.” 

He said several people are cur¬ 
rently working on the film for 
free. It already 
has the backing 
of post-produc¬ 
tion house Halo, 
and VFX com¬ 
pany Jellyfish. 

It also has 
drones designed 
by concept artist 
Jake Lunt, who 
is also working 
on the latest Star 


Wars movie. 

He said: “It is great to have 
these companies on board who 
are working for free because 
they believe in the project. 

“We hope the 
film will even¬ 
tually be taken 
to all the 
major film fes¬ 
tivals includ¬ 
ing Cannes, 
London and 
Berlin.” 

The film will 
I be produced 
by Mr Speirs 
and directed 


by Bafta award-winner Dan 
Smith, who won for his work on 
David Attenborough’s Natural 
History Museum Alive 3D. 

Mr Speirs said: “Normally a 
film like Flyspy would cost about 
£200,000 to make, but because so 
many people are working for free 
out of passion for the project we 
are aiming to raise £15,000 via 
our Kickstarter campaign for 
food, locations and travel ex¬ 
penses among others.” 

So far, the campaign has raised 
£13,800 toward the £15,000 target.

Fire 
safety 
advice for 
landlords 





Nationwide lettings specialists, 
Belvoir, has updated its advice on 
fire safety for landlords following 
a ruling which is expected to 
come into effect later this year. 

At the Local Government 
Association's annual Fire Confer¬ 
ence, staged earlier this month, 
Communities Minister Penny 
Mordaunt announced that the 
installation of smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms in all private 
and social rented property is to 
be made compulsory. 

The new ruling covers all rented 
properties in England and Wales. 

In Scotland it is already a legal 
requirement to provide linked 
'hard wired' smoke alarms on 
stair landings and in living rooms, 
along with heat detectors in 
kitchens area and carbon 
monoxide alarms wherever 
there is a gas appliance. 

But whilst the largest majority 
of residential property landlords 


in England and Wales already fit 
fire and smoke alarms it does 
not apply 'across the board'. 

Dorian Gonsalves, Belvoir's 
Commercial Director, says: 

"Fire safety considerations and 
compliance are a critical factor 
when putting a property up for 
rental and this has always been 
a complicated area." 

The new ruling on compulsory 
smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms follows years of campaign¬ 
ing by the Chief Fire Officers Asso¬ 
ciation, supported by the British 
Property Federation. 

When it comes into force, 
around October of this year, it will 
put an obligation on landlords 
and their agents to ensure that 
working detectors are in place at 
the beginning of each tenancy. 
There will also be a requirement 
for tenants to regularly test the 
equipment and report any faults.

Portal’s impressive progress 


OnTheMarket (OTM) agents have 
recorded dramatic reductions in 
the time their clients' properties 
are advertised for sale, according 
to latest research by the property 
search engine Home.co.uk. 

The property portal was set up by es¬ 
tate agents co-operative Agents' Mutu¬ 
al in January in a bold attempt 
to quash the dual dominance of 
Rightmove and Zoopla in the 
property portal sector. 

On January 1, the average time 
that OTM members' properties were on 
the market was an underperforming 
224 days but by March 19, this had 
plummeted to 195 days (significantly 


less than non-members' average 
time on market of 202 days). 

Research released earlier this month 
by Home.co.uk, related to OTM's share 
of the property portal market, showed 
that it had made significant inroads 
into Zoopla's market while leaving 
Rightmove relatively untouched. 

Home.co.uk's research suggests that 
the move by the vast majority of OTM 
members to market properties with 
Rightmove as their one other portal is 
working to their advantage. The statis¬ 
tics support their choice too, 
as the average time on the market for 
Rightmove members' properties is 74 
days less than among non-members.

MASSIVE DROP IN HOMEOWNERSHIP IN EPSOM AND EWELi 


An Englishman’s home is his castle, 
but when it comes to the UK the ‘Brit’s 
are still a nation of homeowners’ 
(although wasn’t it Napoleon who 
thought we were all shop keepers!). It 
is interesting to note that up until the 
mid to late 1960’s, more people rented 
their home (albeit mostly from the local 
council) than owned their own. In fact, 
I was surprised to read that in 1921, 
over 75% of homes in England and 
Wales were privately rented with the 
remaining 25% being owner occupied. 

It was only after the Second World War, 
when the Beatles were rocking, that 
people started to buy instead of rent... but 
instead of owning our property outright, we 
borrowed money from banks and building 
society’s to buy them and the roots of the 
growth of the private rental sector can 
be drawn back to the late 1970’s early 
1980’s, when the council houses began to 
be sold off under the right to buy scheme. 


In 2001, 83.4% of households were owner 
occupied in Epsom and Ewell, but ten years 
later, that percentage dropped massively to 
78.5%. But here is the interesting part, 
when you look at the actual numbers 
of households, 32,305 households in 
Epsom and Ewell were owner occupied 
in 2001. Ten years later, in 2011, that 
number (who owned their own home) had 
slightly increased to 32,533 households. 

So why a big drop in percentages but not 
in actual properties? An additional 2,723 
properties were built in Epsom and Ewell 
between 2001 and 2011, but a lot of them 
were bought as buy to let investments, thus 
more than doubling the number of private 
rental properties in Epsom and Ewell. In 
fact, the number of properties in Epsom and 
Ewell, which were privately rented, jumped 
from 2,400 in 2001 to 4,320 in 2011! 

With the local Council housing waiting 
lists being in the 5 to 10 year range for 
a decent property in a decent location 


and with no more council houses 
being built, and an increasing number 
of people looking for a roof over their 
head, private renting is the only option. 

With every report stating the rental market 
will continue to grow throughout the rest of 
this decade and beyond, linked with high 
demand and limited supply in the Epsom 
and Ewell area, then if you are considering 
buying a property for buy to let investment 
in Epsom, as I don’t sell property (I’m just 
a management and letting specialist), 
I am always happy to give you my 
considered opinion on which property to 
buy (or not as the case may be)... If you

STAB IN A CAB: Wildlife Ttf presenter Steve Backshall 


Wild at heart 


Steve Backshall is one of TV's best 
known wildlife presenters, writes 
Matt Westcott. 

The man behind the hit show 
Deadly 60, he also took part in the 
BBC's Strictly Come Dancing. Later 
this year he will be touring the UK 
with his Wild World show. 

Here, he answers our questions: 
What was your first car? My first 
car was an old-fashioned Mini. It 
was bright orange, and cost £200. 
The very first time I drove it I 
dinged the front wing reversing 
it into the garage. It stayed that 
way for the next five years until 
the gearbox fell out. 

How many times did it take to 
pass your test? I learned with my 
dad, first of all practising driving 
on the country lanes around the 
small farm where I grew up. 
Shamefully, I took three cracks 
at passing my test; no massive 
near misses or anything, I just 
was a bit nervous. 

Who would be your ideal fantasy 
passenger and where would you 
go? My fantasy passengers would 


be Alfred Russell Wallace the ex¬ 
plorer naturalist, Konrad Lorentz, 
the animal behaviourist, and Jared 
Diamond the evolutionary biolo¬ 
gist. I'd just start a very long jour¬ 
ney with an inflammatory open 
question - 'so obviously evolution 
has been inevitably working to¬ 
wards a complex organism like us 
human beings', sit back and listen! 

What is your dream car? I've 
never been in to cars. I just want 
something I can whack the bike 
and tent in the back of, with a 
kayak on the roofrack, and trundle 
off on an adventure - without it 
breaking down. I was in my mid-30s 
before I spent over £500 on a car. 

How would you describe your 
driving style? People are always 
gobsmacked. My lifestyle of mak¬ 
ing first ascents of mountains, 
catching crocodiles and freediving 
alongside great white sharks 
seems so risky, they assume I'll be 
a loon behind the wheel. Actually I 
drive like an 80-year-old woman. 

Tell me one driving anecdote 
from your past? I was driving down 


a country lane late at night and 
came round a corner to suddenly 
hit a humpback bridge. The car 
took off like something out of 
Starsky and Hutch. When it 
landed I smashed up the 
front axle and nearly 
ploughed me into 
a hedge. Turned out 
a tree branch had 
grown over the 'beware 
humpback bridge' sign. 

What do you drive 
now? I'm now driving 
a Honda CRV. It's got 
plenty of room for 
all the outdoor 
toys, lovely on 
the motorway, 
seriously econom¬ 
ical and with 
good green 
credentials.

Whichever 
car you'd 
guess is

it almost certainly 
wouldn't be the 
Vauxhall Agila - and yet 
a Warranty Direct survey 
suggests exactly that. 

A survey of the num¬ 
bers, types and 
costs of faults in 
European-made 
car models from 
EU-based 
brands has 
shown that the 
Agila has fewer 
failures than 
any other. 

Its Warranty Direct 
Average Reliability Index 
score of nine, where lowest is 
best, beat the Peugeot 107 
and Citroen Cl into second 
and third places with scores of 
.8 and 20 respectively. The 
Agila's faults are few, as well as 
being cheap to fix. 

At the opposite end of the scale 


is Audi's RS6, with a frightening 
score of 1123. It was most likely 
to suffer costly axle or suspension 
damage, according to Warranty 
Direct's data. 

However, while the aftermarket 
warranty firm calls the small Vaux¬ 
hall 'British', it is technically a re- 
badged Opel built in Hungary, 

which in turn is the fruit 
of a platform-shar¬ 
ing enterprise 
with Japanese 
firm Suzuki. 
Warranty 
Direct manag¬ 
ing director, 
David Gerrans, 
said: "It's good 
see a British 
manufacturer at 
the top of the table, 
especially at a time when Britain's 
automotive industry is flying high. 

"Our data also highlights that 
Swedish, Czech, Spanish and 
French carmakers are all more 
reliable than their often 
celebrated German counterparts, 
which will surprise some 
consumers."

‘I’m not really a runner’

For someone who describes 
themselves as “not really 
a runner” taking on the 
Marathon Des Sables could 
be called the stuff of 
nightmares. 

But Kevin Duffy from 
Banstead is doing just that, 
and starting on Friday he 
faces a 156-mile race over 
seven days in the searing 
heat of the Sahara Desert. 

Moreover, despite having 10 
years experience of ironman 
triathlons, Duffy is no spring 
chicken at 53 years old. 

While not being scared of 
what lies ahead of him, the 
electrician by trade has re¬ 
spect for the conditions and 
while he cannot wait to get 
started, he is also looking for¬ 
ward to getting it over and 
done with. 

“I have done numerous 


ironman triathlons compris¬ 
ing a 2.5-mile swim, 112-mile 
bike ride and a marathon. 

“But this will be the first, 
and probably the last time I 
shall attempt the Marathon 
Des Sables. 

“The main difference be¬ 
tween this and ironman is 
that with ironman you can 
push yourself for a day, 
knowing you can have a 
shower and go home and 
spend the next few weeks 
recovering. 

“But this is push yourself 
for a day, sleep rough in the 
Sahara desert, and then get 
up and do it all over again, 
and you repeat for a week.” 

Duffy, who has spent time 
training on the sandy beach¬ 
es of Lanzarote, added: “It is 
going to be extremely tough, 
even the training has caused 
me no end of injuries and 
niggles I have never experi¬ 
enced before -1 anticipate the 
actual event will be two or 
three times as bad.”

The race is point to point, 
and at the end of each day’: 
run, the organisers erect a, 
bivouac for competitors to' 
sleep under. 

Duffy said: “I am not pre 
pared for the double 
marathon. I think I will be re¬ 
duced to walking at that time 
and it will be quite a distance 
to cover, and even now I find 
it quite difficult to get my 
head around. 

“I am not really a runner -1 
am more like a rugby player, I 
am quite a big chap. We have 
to take 2,000 calories of food 
per day, and I normally need 
more than that so I am antici¬ 
pating losing weight.” 

He added: “I know people 
who have done it a few times 
and they say they are still not 
prepared for the conditions. 

“I am not scared, but I am 
respectful of what the 
marathon can do. I cannot 
wait to get started, but I am 
also looking forward to it 
being over.”
